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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner maintains the rejection of claims 1 - 
6 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Berger et al. (US 7,696,232) for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments 
have been fully considered, but are not found persuasive. Applicant argues that claim 1 has been amended to narrow the scope of the 
compounds of formula [I] to the compounds of formula [la], and to narrow the scope of the compounds of formula [II] to thiamethoxam. In 
addition, Applicant argues that the enclosed Declaration provides further evidence of the unexpected synergistic effects of the claimed 
composition. However, Applicant has presented this Declaration after the FINAL rejection. In view of this new evidence which was not 
timely made, the evidence and claims will not be entered at this time because the amended claims along with the newly submitted 
Declaration require further consideration for a patentability determination. No new or amended claims have been submitted. 

The provisional rejection of claims 1-6 and 1 1 on the ground ofnonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-5 and 1 1 of copending U.S. Application No. 12/788,679 is obviated in view of the Terminal Disclaimer filed in copending U.S.
